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Fiscal Court releases the state 
of Bracken County for 2014 


Bracken County Judge 
Executive Earl Bush and the 
Bracken County Fiscal Court 
are pleased with the State of 
the County beginning in Jan¬ 
uary of 2014. As of the end 
of 2013, the General Fund 
contained $3,439,775, down 
slightly from $3,440,342 at 
the end of 2012 (because 
of several one time expen¬ 
ditures to the courthouse), 
$3,156, 473 at the end of 

2011, and $3,092,997 at the 
end of 2010. The Road Fund 
contained $326,400, down 
from $422,289 at the end of 

2012, which was up from 
$195,918 at the end of 2011, 
which was down from 2010’s 
$492,743. The county did re¬ 
ceive $130,000 in reimburse¬ 
ments for paving by the state 
for 2013, that was deposited 
into the Road Fund on the 
first day of 2014. The tax rate 
remained the same in 2013 as 
in 2012 at .401, which was 
down from both 20irs .402 
and 2010’s .403. 

In 2013 some of the ac¬ 
complishments were: the 
paving of 12 miles of county 
roads, a new bridge was in¬ 
stalled on Hillsdale Road, a 
retaining wall was installed to 
stabilize the bank at Willow 
Creek, repaired/improved the 
approach to Wellsburg RR 
Crossing, paved Locust and 
Madison Streets in Brooks¬ 
ville (agreement City/State), 
developed additional parking 
and sidewalk at the Senior 
Citizens Center, tore down an 
old bridge off Bradford Road, 
purchased a mini excavator 
for Road Department (Long 
term savings on rental/lease 
costs), purchased new Jailer 
vehicle, purchased new 1 Ton 
Road Truck, purchased a used 
Tractor for Road Department, 
held a Tire Amnesty where 
over 22,000 tires were re¬ 
moved from the county, the 
new Judicial Center opened, 
renovation to the old court¬ 
house included the PVA of¬ 
fice, County Clerk’s office, 
and County Attorney’s office, 
upgraded phone system, se¬ 
curity system, recording sys¬ 
tem, and tuck pointing of ex¬ 
terior brick, assisted Augusta 
and Germantown with Ferry/ 
Parks operations, assisted the 
county Fire Departments with 
$17,500 in funds, worked 
with BTADD, County Recre¬ 
ational Committee, and State 
to complete requirements 
for the Horse Trails Project, 
and worked with the City of 
Hamilton Ohio in progres¬ 
sion of the Hydro Plant at the 
Meldahl Dam. 

Even with all the ac¬ 
complishments of 2013, the 
Fiscal Court and Judge Bush 
are still looking forward to 
improvements in the county. 
Some of the goals and proj¬ 
ects for 2014 include: Horse 
Trails at the Industrial Park 
- establishing trails and trail 
head. Work Ready Commu¬ 
nity - by establishing a com¬ 
mittee, file application, and 
set up program, to pave 6+ 
miles more of county roads, 
install culverts at Thompson 
Ridge, Willow Creek, and 
Wranglin Run, Holts Creek 
Toe Block Area, blockage re¬ 


pair at Wranglin Run Creek, 
repairs to slips on Union 
Chapel and Augusta Berlin; 
a new Sheriff’s Vehicle, new 
Road Truck, Courtroom up¬ 
dates, a replacement roof on 
the Senior Citizens Build¬ 
ing, repair to a wall at the salt 
building, and repairs to rear 
door, rear wall repair, and a 
security system for the Coun¬ 
ty Bam. The goals for 2014 
are tentative and will be re¬ 
evaluated each month to en¬ 
sure the most important items 
needed for safety and growth 
throughout the county will be 
addressed first. 

Other activities to be 
worked on and discussed for 
2014 in the county include: 
the Hydro Plant-Meldahl 
Dam, Williams (Bluegrass) 
Pipeline, Regional Sewer 
Treatment, and the 1159 Road 
Project by the State Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet.

The Fiscal 
Court meets the second and 
fourth Wednesday of every 
month at 10 a.m. in the court¬ 
house and are open to the 
public.

It is encouraging to see the numbers drop in waste 
tires found in the county. 

The Jeffersons are also responsible for the recycling program in the county. They pickup recycling materials from 
several local offices and clean out the recycling trailers located in several areas of the county. These trailers help to recycle 
tons of paper, plastic, glass, and metal each year. Through recycling, each citizens does their part to help keep our county 
clean and to protect our natural resources. Another way citizens can help is by reusing plastic and glass containers. By 
reducing the amount of packaging for their products, the manufacturers are also helping to protect our natural resources 
and providing a cleaner environment for the next generation.

Highway fatalities 
decline in 2013 

Preliminary figures 
indicate a 64 -year low 

Kentucky Office of High¬ 
way Safety (KOHS) pre¬ 
liminary figures indicate 635 
people lost their lives on Ken¬ 
tucky roadways during the 
year, down from 746 in 2012. 
It was the lowest total since 
1949, when 573 fatalities were 
recorded. 

Transportation Secretary 
Mike Hancock, who is Gov. 
Steve Beshear’s designated 
representative for highway 
safety, said saving lives and re¬ 
ducing serious injuries is a top 
priority of the administration. 

“We are encouraged by 
the reduction in fatalities, but 
firmly believe that one fatality 
is too many,” Hancock said. 
“The Governor’s Executive 
Committee on Highway Safety 
is committed to providing di¬ 
rection on traffic safety issues 
as we move ‘Toward Zero 
Deaths’ on Kentucky’s road¬ 
ways.” 

The Executive Commit¬ 
tee includes representatives 
of 18 highway safety agencies 
and organizations such as the 
KOHS, Kentucky State Police, 
federal highway agencies, lo¬ 
cal law enforcement and emer- 


comfort kits filled with useful 
articles, attended to sending 
Christmas parcels overseas, 
communicated with soldiers 
for families, gave picture 
shows fetes and numberless 
other things to increase the fi¬ 
nances. 

Women of the chapter 
made and shipped 126 bed 
shirts, 225 convalescent suits, 
100 house gowns, 550 petti¬ 
coats, 538 pairs of socks, 456 
sweaters, 101 mufflers, 72 hel¬ 
mets, and 172 pairs wristlets. 

A box containing 208 
hand towels, 188 napkins, 90 
sheets, 258 handkerchiefs, 116 
bath towels, 17 pillow cases, 
and 14 washrags were shipped 
to a French hospital; 1,195 
pounds of clothing was sent to 
the Belgians; eggs were sent 
to Camp Taylor at Louisville. 
Money to soldiers’ families 
when necessary; back pay and 
insurance secured for those 
who applied. 

Bed clothing and many 
comforts were given to wife of 
soldier; wife had tuberculosis. 
Red Cross paid the family $10 
a week. 

The war drives secured 
$6,250.00.

gency services. Its goal is to 
work cooperatively to update 
and implement Kentucky’s 
Strategic Highway Safety Plan 
- “Toward Zero Deaths.” 

KOHS Director Bill Bell 
said there were 75 days in 
2013 that had zero fatalities. 

“Because more motorists 
took responsibility for their 
driving habits, there were 75 
days last year in which no one 
lost a loved one on our road¬ 
ways,” Bell said. “We are com¬ 
mitted to focusing our efforts 
until that number of zero-death 
days reaches 365.” 

Until then. Bell said, the 
KOHS will analyze highway 
data to identify existing issues 
and attempt to predict future 
problems. 

“We’ll continue to pro¬ 
mote seat belt usage and the 
dangers of drunken and dis¬ 
tracted-driving crashes,” Bell 
said. “We’ll also increase our 
focus on pedestrian safety, mo¬ 
torcycle safety, mature drivers, 
drugged driving and booster 
seat safety.” 

The figures will remain 
classified as preliminary until 
all highway crash data is col¬ 
lected. A final report is expect¬ 
ed by April.

Feelings of Detachment 


Behind the retina resides a 
layer of tiny blood vessels that 
supply oxygen and nutrients. 
Retinal detachment results 
from a separation of the 
retina from this layer of blood 
vessels. In most cases, retinal 
detachment is associated with 
a tear in the retina caused by 
trauma or age-related changes 
in the vitreous fluid. In the 
latter case, the vitreous may 
shrink enough as we age to 
exert sufficient tugging force 
on the retina to create a tear. At 
that point, vitreous fluid seeps 
through the tear, collects under 
the retina, and lifts it away from 
underlying tissues. Patients 
should be alerted by symptoms 
such as blurred vision, floaters, 
and flashing lights to seek 
immediate treatment for 
detachment.

Time for college- 
bound seniors to fill 
out the FAFSA 

High school seniors 
planning to attend college 
or technical school this fall 
should fill out the Free Ap¬ 
plication for Federal Student 
Aid, also called the FAFSA, 
as soon as possible, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Au¬ 
thority (KHEAA). 

The information on the 
FAFSA determines if stu¬ 
dents qualify for federal and 
state grants and for federal 
student loans. Also, many 
colleges use the information 
to award grants and schol¬ 
arships administered by the 
school. Therefore, students 
should submit the FAFSA 
even if they feel it is unlikely 
they will qualify for aid. 

The FAFSA asks for in¬ 
formation about income, as¬ 
sets and expenses. A formula 
set by Congress determines 
eligibility for federal and 
state aid. If the student is 
considered a dependent un¬ 
der federal guidelines, both 
the student and parents must 
provide financial informa¬ 
tion. Nearly all students go¬ 
ing directly to college from 
high school are considered 
dependent. 

Some student aid pro¬ 
grams have limited money 
and provide funds on a first- 
come, first-served basis to 
qualified students, so it is im¬ 
portant to submit the FAFSA 
as soon as possible.

No time like the present 
for rifle and muzzleloader 
maintenance 

The modem gun deer 
season in Kentucky ended 
weeks ago and the late muz¬ 
zleloader season closed this 
past weekend. 

The holidays are a good 
time to check one item off 
your to-do list: ensuring your 
rifle is clean and in tip-top 
shape for the next hunting 
season. 

“If you want your rifle to 
last longer, the best way to do 
that is to keep it from getting 
msty,” said Bill Baida, an ex¬ 
pert marksman and the Hunt¬ 
er Education Supervisor for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“The best way to keep it from 
getting msty is to clean and 
lubricate it. As a result, you 
get to know your rifle bet¬ 
ter and you know it’s in safe 
working condition.” 

A well-maintained rifle 
can last generations and will 
perform better over time. Ne¬ 
glecting routine maintenance 
can lead to a buildup of gun¬ 
powder residue and metal 
fouling. 

“The simplest way to 
unload a muzzleloader is to 
fire it into a safe backstop. 
But the residue from burnt 
black powder and even its 
substitutes is extremely cor¬ 
rosive,” said Mark Mar- 
raccini, Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife spokesman and a 
muzzleloader craftsman. “If 
you leave that inside the bar¬ 
rel for very long it would be 
just like dipping any piece of 
steel into corrosive acid or 
salt. It’s going to start etching 
its way into the steel imme¬ 
diately.” 

Marraccini warns against 
creating pits in the barrel. 
“They will affect accuracy 
later and could make your 
muzzleloader unsafe,” he 
said. 

Before undertaking any 
cleaning routine, first make

For centerfire rifles, Bai¬ 
da suggests cleaning the bar¬ 
rel with patches wet with gun 
cleaner first, then, a wet bmsh 
for five to 10 passes. After 
the initial cleaning, continue 
to use dry patches until they 
come out clean. A light coat 
of oil then can be applied in 
the bore. 

“If you want to remove 
copper buildup after shooting 
500 to 1,000 rounds, there are 
chemical cleaners that can be 
used. I use a bore paste, which 
is like a jeweler’s paste. It has 
grit in it that is harder than 
copper but not hard enough 
to score the steel of the bar¬ 
rel,” Baida said. “Most liq¬ 
uid cleaners have ammonia 
in them. When you run that 
patch through and take it 
out and it has blue on it that 
means you have copper in the 
barrel. I would first brush it 
out and then go ahead and 
patch it dry. Then, put bore 
paste on another patch and 
scrub it in there. You can go 
back and forth, particularly 
at the throat, seven or eight 
times.” 

Baida recommends plac¬ 
ing a piece of wood on the 
end of the barrel to prevent 
the cleaning rod from com¬ 
ing out. 

“When you pull that out, 
that paste is going to look 
black no matter what,” he 
said. “Then check it with a 
wet patch. If the wet patch is 
blue, there still is copper pres¬ 
ent. Then, you have to keep 
doing it. Even if you only get 
half the copper out of it, it 
will still shoot better.” 

While you’re at it, check 
the bedding screws. Wood 
stocks tend to shrink and 
swell with changing envi¬ 
ronmental conditions and 
that can loosen those screws. 
For pesky screws that refuse 
to stay tight, Baida suggests 
securing them with blue Loc- 
tite. 

If your rifle is a bolt ac¬ 
tion, Baida suggests remov¬ 
ing the bolt and cleaning the 
bolt face and the receiver in¬ 
side the action with a tooth- 
brush-style cleaning brush. 
Then, wipe with a light coat 
of oil. Wipe down the outside 
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of the rifle and clean the lens¬ 
es on the scope. 

For muzzleloaders, hot 
soapy water effectively cuts 
through black powder residue 
and the heat from the water 
helps dry remaining moisture 
inside of the barrel after run¬ 
ning a dry patch through it, 
Marraccini explained. 

If you can remove the 
barrel, set the base of it in the 
water and work the cleaning 
rod similar to a plunger. 

“When you can run a dry 
patch down it and it comes 
out entirely clean, then I like 
to put some natural greases 
on; Bore Butter is one brand 
of it. There are other brands 
out there, too,” Marraccini 
said. “You put it on a patch 
and run it down there until 
you’re satisfied that you’ve 
got a coating on the inside of 
the barrel.” 

Treat the exterior of a 
muzzleloader the same as 
you would any rifle: wipe it 
dry and remove any finger¬ 
prints. 

“Hunters know what kind 
of weather they were out in,” 
Marraccini said. “That water 
finds ways to get in all the 
cracks that you can’t see. As 
much as you’re comfortable 
disassembling it and clean¬ 
ing it, it’s good for the gun. It 
makes good sense to clean it 
and take care of it.” 

With flintlock muzzle- 
loaders, he advises cleaning 
the area around the lock. On 
a percussion cap muzzleload¬ 
er, a nipple pick and a nipple 
wrench help clean hard-to- 
reach areas. 

“Even if you cleaned the 
barrel really good, on some 
of those, if you don’t clean 
the residue out of the nipple 
channel, that will corrode 
and when you go to load it 
next year it won’t fire,” Mar¬ 
raccini said. 

Once clean, it’s ready to 
be stored in a gun safe. 

“Put a big bag of des¬ 
iccant or a dehumidifier in 
there,” Baida said. “If you 
put a wet gun in a gun safe 
without any desiccant or a 
dehumidifying rod, the other 
guns are going to get rusted. 
You don’t want that.”

Kentucky hunters took 20 bears during the 2013 bear 
season that concluded this past December. This season 
introduced an expanded bear hunting zone as well as an 
archery and crossbow season. 


The first week or two of a 
legislative session may seem 
slow at first glanee, but that 
doesn’t diminish the impor- 
tanee of these opening days. 

That’s beeause this is the 
time when legislators and the 
governor alike lay out their 
priorities, setting the stage for 
what we hope ean be aeeom- 
plished by the time we finish 
our work, whieh this year will 
be on April 15th. 

Sinee this is an even-num¬ 
bered year, passing a budget 
to run state government will 
understandably be the main 
foeus. The House will be¬ 
gin tweaking the governor’s 
proposal after he delivers it 
later this month, and while 
moderate growth is foreeast 
for the next two years, there 
is already a long list of needs 
in sueh areas as edueation, 
healtheare and our publie pen¬ 
sion systems. 

During his State of the 
Commonwealth speeeh on 
Tuesday last week. Gov. Bes- 
hear pledged to put more mon¬ 
ey toward edueation, even if it 
meant other areas of the bud¬ 
get would have to be eut. 

He did note there is some 
positive news worth eelebrat- 
ing. The pereentage growth of 
new businesses in Kentueky 
over the last year, for example, 
outpaeed every other state and 
was four times higher than the 
national average. Our exports 
in 2013, meanwhile, were on 
traek to inerease 14 pereent 
over 2012’s reeord total, a 
rate that only one other state 
exeeeded.

is at the top of everyone’s to- 
do list, there are several other 
high-profile bills as well that 
are expeeted to be debated 
this session. 

The one that seems to 
have the most bipartisan sup¬ 
port in both ehambers is find¬ 
ing a way to eombat the sud¬ 
den rise in heroin overdoses, 
whieh went from about five 
annually before 2010 to more 
than 170 last year. Simply 
put, we have to find a way to 
get this drug out of the eom- 
monwealth and do what we 
ean to inerease treatment op¬ 
tions. 

With that in mind, the 
state got weleome news last 
week when it was announeed 
that settlements with two large 
pharmaeeutieal eompanies 
would give Kentueky more 
than $30 million for drug- 
treatment programs. The 
biggest portion will help ju¬ 
veniles, while $6 million will 
update KASPER, the state’s 
preseription-drug monitoring 
program that is used by doe- 
tors, medieal lieensing boards 
and law enforeement. 

Another priority of many 
this legislative session is mak¬ 
ing it possible for domestie- 
violenee vietims in dating 
situations to obtain a domes- 
tie violenee order, or DVO. 
Kentueky is one of the last 
states, if not the last, to make 
this available to this group of 
vietims. 

Under eurrent law, DVOs 
ean only be obtained by vie¬ 
tims who either have mar¬ 
ried or lived with the alleged

abuser or have a ehild in eom- 
mon. The bill to add dating 
eouples to that list eleared the 
House Judieiary Committee 
on Wednesday and will al¬ 
most eertainly be one of the 
first to make it out of the full 
House. 

Some of the other issues 
expeeted to be diseussed - but 
not neeessarily voted on - are 
familiar ones to my legisla¬ 
tive eolleagues and me. That 
ineludes efforts to restore vot¬ 
ing rights to most felons after 
they have eompleted their 
sentenee and inereasing the 
age and height requirements 
for ehild booster seats. 

Speaking of traffie safety, 
the Kentueky Offiee of High¬ 
way Safety reported last week 
that the number of highway fa¬ 
talities in 2013 was the state’s 
lowest total in 64 years. One 
death is too many, of eourse, 
but is good to see that what 
we are doing to make our 
roads safer is working. 

With plenty of bills to 
eonsider, this legislative ses¬ 
sion promises to be a busy 
time, and your input is espe- 
eially erueial.

Expansion of bear zone 
and new archery/crossbow 
season highlights of 
2013 bear season 

Both the firearm and 
archery/crossbow bear 
seasons received a 10-bear 
quota for the 2013 seasons 
for a total of 20 bears. 
Hunters can now hunt bears 
in 16 Kentucky counties, up 
from four counties in 2012. 

“We are very excited that 
hunters met the 10 bear quota 
both during the new archery 
and crossbow season as well 
as the firearm season,” said 
Steven Dobey, bear biologist 
for the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “It was gratifying 
to see our hunters get out 
there and be productive.” 

Hunters harvested eight 
male and two female bears 
during the firearms bear 
season. They took six males 
and four females during the 
archery and crossbow bear 
season. No hunters harvested 
a bear during the bear quota 
hunt with dogs that ran for 
five days in late December 
after the conclusion of the 
firearm and archery and 
crossbow bear seasons. 

“We had bears harvested 
in six counties; three of those 
were outside the original bear 
zone,” Dobey explained. 
Letcher County accounted 


for seven bears harvested, 
the most of any county in 
the 16-county bear zone. 
Hunters took three bears 
each in Harlan, Leslie and 
Perry counties and two bears 
in both Pike and Wayne 
counties. All bears were 
taken on private land. 

Kentucky’s bear zone 
includes Bell, Clay, Floyd, 
Harlan, Knott, Knox, Laurel, 
Leslie, Letcher, Martin, 
McCreary, Perry, Pike, 
Pulaski, Wayne and Whitley 
counties. Kentucky’s highest 
bear population densities 
are along Pine Mountain, 
which stretches from Breaks 
Canyon on the Russell Fork 
of Big Sandy River in Pike 
County through Letcher and 
Harlan counties. 

“Outside the Harlan and 
Letcher corridor, the next 
highest concentration ofbears 


in Kentucky is in McCreary 
and Wayne counties,” Dobey 
said. “They have been there 
for at least 15 years.” 

These bears are distinct 
from those in the Harlan and 
Letcher county areas. “They 
are genetically more similar 
to bears from the Smokey 
Mountains than bears from 
the Pine Mountain region,” 
Dobey said. “They descend 
from 14 female bears released 
in the Tennessee portion of 
the Big South Fork National 
River and Recreation Area for 
a study in the mid-1990s.” 

Bear hunting in modem 
times in Kentucky began in 
December of 2009. Doug 
Adkins of Jenkins, Kentucky, 
set the state record in 2012 
with a black bear that 
weighed 410 pounds field 
dressed. 


Panthers fall to 8-2 
for season 

The Augusta Panthers 
opened up play in the Mike 
Murphy Classic on Wednes¬ 
day (Dec. 18) against the 
Lewis County Lions. The 
1st quarter was a tight one as 
the teams battled back and 
forth with the Panthers hold¬ 
ing a 18-16 lead after 8 min¬ 
utes.

Bluegrass Pipeline Awards Community 
Grants to Organizations in Kentucky 


The Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice used their latest episode 
of KSP-TV to warn parents 
about the dangers of Internet 
predators. The video shares 
an inside look at the agency’s 
Electronic Crimes Branch and 
the intricate work that takes 
place to protect children from 
online predators. 

KSP spokesman Tpr. Paul 
Blanton says the Internet has 
become an important part of 
everyday life - for informa¬ 
tion, communication and en¬ 
tertainment. 

“The most technology re¬ 
ceptive segment of our popu¬ 
lation is young people,” says 
Blanton. “It’s an unfortunate 
fact of life that along with 
the many resources the In¬ 
ternet provides there are also 
online predators stalking our 
youth.” 

Blanton says the problem 
with the Internet is we can’t 
see the predators that may be 
after our children. That’s why 
he says it’s important for par¬ 
ents to talk to their children 
about what can happen with 
strangers on social media. 

“Parents need to be open 
and honest with their teens. 
They need to tell them about 
the dangers that are out there. 
Sometimes we don’t think 
our teens listen to us, but they 
do.” 

According to the Nation¬ 
al Center for Missing and Ex¬ 
ploited Children (NCMEC), 
there are nearly 750,000 reg¬ 
istered sex offenders in the 
United States. An increasing 
number of those individuals 
are utilizing the Internet to 
find their victims. 

KSP Detective Josh Law- 
son works in the Electronic 
Crimes Branch and says a 
majority of victims of Inter¬ 
net-initiated sex crimes are 
between the ages of 13 and 


15 years old. 

“The key to safeguarding 
your children is an open line 
of communication. You want 
to know who your children 
are talking to face to face. You 
wouldn’t let them talk to any 
stranger on the street, espe¬ 
cially about intimate things,” 
says Lawson. “Why would 
you let them talk to someone 
on the Internet about even 
more intimate things?” 

In 82 percent of online 
sex crimes predators used the 
victim’s social media site to 
gain information about the 
youth. Only 18 percent of 
youth use chat rooms but a 
majority of the internet sex 
crimes are initiated in chat 
rooms. 

Blanton says parents need 
to set ground rules with their 
children. 

“Have the computer in a 
common room. Know your 
children’s passwords on so¬ 
cial networking sites and talk 
to your children about what 
they are doing online,” adds 
Blanton. “If parents won’t, 
someone else will and that 
person could be a sexual 
predator hiding behind a 
computer.” 

Blanton hopes the KSP- 
TV video segment will be 
a tool used by parents and 
teachers to create an open 
dialogue with young people 
about the dangers lurking be¬ 
yond their computer screens. 

The NCMEC recom¬ 
mends the website www. 
netsmartz.org as another 
valuable resource for parents 
and educators to utilize when 
talking to youth about Inter¬ 
net safety.
